Building Home Libraries 


HE prize which the PuBLisHERS’ WEEKLY 
"| otere last fall for the best home library 

of 200 volumes as exhibited during Better 
Homes Week was won by Lloyd W. Josselyn, 
the Librarian of Birmingham, whose list is 
printed in this number with a photograph of the 
books as they appeared in the window of the 
Studio Bookshop. 

The question of the development of home 
libraries is the most important subject 
before booksellers today. Some conditions in 
present-day life mitigate against their develop- 
ment—the large number of people that live in 
apartments, the frequent movings, the better 
service from public collections. People will, 
however, never get over the fondness of own- 
ing books, and, once started, the fascination 
never ceases. 

No more fundamental result has come from 
Children’s Book Week than the emphasis on 
the children’s own libraries. The habit, once 
started with them, will never cease to be a 
delight and a source of new power. Libraries 
ior adults and for the whole family sometimes 

‘ow haphazard and sometimes take more sys- 
tematic development when the family gets some 
vision of what a well-rounded and reasonably 
complete collection should be. To present this 
picture of a well-rounded home library, it is 
iecessary not only to have lists in print, but to 
have the books occasionally in actual exhibit, 
where! they can be seen as a whole. 

Many booksellers have made it an occasional 
‘eature of their displays to put bookcases in 
the window, filled with books, not so much to 
sell the individual titles displayed as to give a 
pene of a home library. The titles put in 
‘uch displays do not need to be simply the 
world classics of creative literature, but should 
also represent, as Mr. Josselyn has represented 
- as collection, the various fields in which 
Oks can be of value on the home bookshelf— 








ce 
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reference books, guides to the outdoors, books 
of practical help in running the house, garden 
or automobile, and, in fact, in a score of ways 
over and above the perpetual delights of poetry, 
essays, fiction and biography. 

Winter is the home reading time, the ideal 
occasion for emphasis on books in the home, 
and such an exhibit of a home library, made up 
from whatever good list the, dealer may desire 
to use, would prove a most admirable feature 
of January bookselling. 


That ‘‘“Monopoly’’ Menace 


AINTING in scarlet terms the menace 
P to the American public of a possible book 

monopoly, M. Llewellyn Raney, chair- 
man of the A. L. A. Book Buying Committee, 
writes a long letter to the New York Evening 
Post of December 27th. The argument is 
identical in wording with Dr. Raney’s report 
at the mid-winter conference of librarians at 
Chicago. 

The idea that copyright is dangerous because 
it grants a monopoly has been a familiar cry 
since the ’80’s, when practically the same attack 
was developed against the enlarged provisions 
of the 1891 copyright bill. Dr. Raney, like the 
opponents of copyright forty years ago, does 
not accept the fact that copyright is in its 
very essence a monopoly and that copyright 
without monopoly is no copyright at all. 

As the new Copyright Bill is drawn, 
English and Canadian authors, i. e., foreign 
authors in the English language have the 
same right as American authors to assign ex- 
clusive book publication rights for the United 
States. Such a system, Dr. Raney declares 
is “intolerable,” the subserviency to monopo- 
lists is repugnant to the American sense of 
decency and freedom, while the opportunity to 
profiteer in works of necessity is endless.’ Dr. 
Raney does not point out that if that were 
really so, the opportunities for profiteering 
would be many times as frequent in books of 
American authorship, tho their right to divide 
publication territorially he does not question. 


An interesting example of how Dr. Raney’s 
theory would work is shown in an author like 
William McFee. If Mr. McFee becomes a 
naturalized American, he can give an Ameri- 
can publisher full publication rights for this 
country without competition from Toronto or 
London. If he remains an Englishman and 
should wish to give the New York publisher 
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the same right, this, to quote Dr. Raney fur- 
ther, “is as glaring a hold-up as has ever been 
proposed in the history of the American book- 
trade. 

The fact that patent law gives the same per- 
mission to divide territory for the benefit of 
the inventor, and that plays, music, films are 
all given the same privileges, does not enter 
into Dr. Raney’s summary at all. His pic- 
ture of a publisher is one “who needs not raise 
a hand to produce the work on which he levies 
profit.” Many in the publishing world probably 
wish that were so, but the task of distributing 
books is not so easy, and, if Dr. Raney can 
point to any author who is praying energeti- 
cally to be rid of publishers, we should like to 
have that author’s name. 

The picture which Dr. Raney paints of the 
situation runs: 

“The publishers have forced the addition of 
a proviso, which, if adopted, would revolution- 
ize the method of marketing English books in 
this country. They propose that when one of 
them contracts with the English publisher to 
handle his publication in the United States, it 
shall be made a penal offence for an American 
to buy from anyone else. 

“There is no limit on the price in such cases, 
and the buying public will not know who holds 
such contracts except by ascertaining the fact 
in each case thru inquiry at the Copyright 
Office in Washington. The red tape is in- 
tolerable, the subserviency to monopolists is 
repugnant to the American sense of decency 
and freedom, while the opportunity to profiteer 
in works of necessity is endless. 

“This is not protecting the author 
piracy but subjecting the public to as glaring 
a hold-up as has ever been proposed in the 
history of the American Book trade. The 
tariff on books which we are steadily from 
decade to decade sloughing off, because taxa- 
tion on brains is seen to be unwise, does not 
hold a candle to this proposal, so far as the 
amount is concerned, and the sum, whatever 
it is, goes not to the U. S. Treasury but into 
the private pockets of those who need not 
raise a hand to produce the work on which 
they levy.” 

The publishers have felt that the “buy 
abroad” propaganda which has been Dr. 
Raney’s reiterated message for the past two 
years has heen one-sided in its facts, un- 
fortunate in its phaseology and of little help 
to the larger problems of getting more books 
to the users.

N a feature review of Stuart Sherman’s new 
book, “Americans,” the New York Tine; 
used for a heading this suggestive phrase. 

“Our National Wealth of Personality.” It js . 
phrase, that brings to the front one of the 
great opportunities that a bookstore and library 
has—the opportunity to spread the general 
knowledge and appreciation of what inherit- 
ance of personality is. 

In no way except by reading can we get any 
picture of the forces that have made America 
what it is today. Each great personality has 
added to the accumulation, and we come to know 
the sources of power by the reading’ of history 
and biography. How varied is the inheritance is 
shown by a casual examination of any well 
stocked bookshelf. Contributions have been as 
varied as those of John Endicott and Kit 
Carson, Andrew Jackson and Johnny Appleseed, 
Robert E. Lee and William McKinley. We 
have had great figures in literature, in business, 
in invention, in social progress, in breaking new 
country, in war and in peace. The study of 
one character leads on to another and not al- 
ways in the same field, and always the students 
delving in records not open to the casual reader, 
are bringing fresh material to the top. 

With the realization that only thru the dis- 
tribution of print can the inheritance be put to 
its full value in each generation, the place of 
the bookstore as distributor of biography and 
history becomes increasingly evident. 


Birth Month of Franklin 
2. HRIFT Week, which has the backing and 


interest of so many different organiza- 

tions thruout the country, comes this 
year the third week in January. The birthday 
of Franklin, which gives the real reason for 
placing the observance at this time, is on Wed- 
nesday the 17th. 

Franklin is fortunate in many ways among 
our national heroes, in that he left his own 
record, for at least part of his life, and the 
“Autobiography” has from generation to gen- 
eration been in active demand in every book- 
store and library. Besides supplying litera- 
ture with one of its few outstanding autobiogra- 
phies, Franklin did much to forward the in- 
terest of books and reading by his attention to 
libraries and by his lifelong interest in them 
himself. As a matter of loyalty to the pro- 
iession of book-making, no American public 
figure deserves more honor than Franklin.

GOOD bookstore should aim at all times 
A to satisfy the customer. This primarily 
consists in getting the customer what he 
3ut there are too many sales missed 
just because the book clerk doesn’t grasp the 
customer's needs and fill them. The best-sellers 
and every day calls can be attended to by any- 
one; but the bulk of the selling is not quite 
so easy. Of course at Christmastime it is a 
joy to watch the stock move—but Christmas 
buying lasts, at the best, only six weeks. It is 
pretty hard to live for fifty-two weeks on the 
results of six. During forty-six weeks in the 
year it is necessary to get out and get the 
usiness, 
_ Anew Zane Grey book will be ready for sale 
oe the first week of riext January. How many 
advance orders have you got for it? There 
‘Ss your business—go get it. Of all the hun- 
dreds of Zane Grey fans who come into your

store, or clerk, who goes after it. It requires 
no cash outlay and returns a snug increase in 
sales. Sit down and write out the names of 
those who bought “If Winter Comes”—then 
tell them about “This Freedom.” Who was it 
who was so delighted over the volumes in the 
Lambskin Library and bought five copies at 
one time? ‘Phone, write, or tell them about the 
coming new titles. 

Did you have any advanced orders for 
“Robin”? Some stores had over one hundred 
copies sold by publication day. Some stores 
already have several sets of the new “Oscar 
Wilde” edition sold. A buyer bought an initial 
order of twenty-five copies of “The Hairy Ape,” 
and the stock never reached his tables. It went 
from the receiving to the shipping room and 
thence out in twenty-five neatly wrapped pack- 
ages. “Books and Characters,” “The Voyages 
of Dr. Dolittle,” the Smith “Little Women”’— 
indeed 50 per cent of the new books should have 
good advance sales. 

A publisher announces his books long before 
they are ready for the market. Why not the 
retailer? Why not tell your customer about a 
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forthcoming book, when he purchases one al- 
ready on your shelves? Put three copies of 
“If Winter Comes” and one dummy of “This 
Freedom” on a table in the front of your store. 
You surely should have several orders in ad- 
vance for “This Freedom.” 

It is very good business to take a table and 
put several dummy copies on it. Attach a card 
reading : 





“LEAVE YOUR ORDER NOW 
FOR THE NEW BOOKS” 





You’ll get orders for those displayed and for 
more beside; for this will call to the customer’s 
mind some other book, and he will leave an 
order for his favorite. 

Books on every subject are open to the ad- 
vance order getter. A little initiative on the 
part of the clerk in gaining information about 
forthcomng books, coupled with a disbursal of 
this information to each and every one who 
enters the store will bring the bookseller year- 
round business. Each day brings new books, 
and all of these books have a “sales” outlet. 
It is the bookseller’s job to find these outlets, 
and for the health of his business to find them 
quickly. He should begin early with his prepar- 
ations; in fact, he should always be preparing. 
He should be constantly on the alert for new 
material. It is highly important to read all 
the publishers’ circular matter that comes into 
the store. The buyer should not be so quick 
to throw all this in the waste-basket. He will 
do far better to lay it on a table where clerks 
and customers may read it. The clerks should 
assimilate as much of the contents as possible 
and use it as occasion affords. The customers 
should have the opportunity to read this mail, 
for in many instances they will find announced 
a book that they want. A little announcement 
of the 1922 Modern Library titles caused a cus- 
tomer to leave an order for three. An uwnas- 
suming post-card telling of the merits of a 
book on goldfish gained an order in this manner. 
Books) that the clerk would never think of, or 
the store never stock, can be sold from circulars 
practically without effort. 


Get your customers into the habit of asking 
“What is coming?” Be ready—have something 
in mind. For the boy of twelve—be ready with 
the new “Heyliger” or the Boy Scout Year 
Book or the new title in “The Rover Boys” 
or “Baseball Joe” series. Tell the young miss 
who comes in, in July, about “Dorothy Dainty’s 
Treasure Chest” and get an easy sale for Sep- 
tember. And don’t just pick on the high spots. 
The peculiar, almost eccentric customer, always 
leaves a lasting impression with you. Well 
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use it to mutual advantage. Keep in mind books 
for him. Down the street is an old fellow who 
is always wanting to know “When were the 
Mayo Brothers born?” or “How old is Charles 
M. Schwab?” and a hundred other such ques. 
tions.' Sell him the “Who’s Who”—he needs jt 
but most likely never heard of it. Miss Jones 
is writing a scenario; she has consulted, and 
very likely bought, every book on the movies 
in your stock. Be ready with a new one and 
get it for her. Anticipate your customers’ 
needs, 

Read The PuBLISHERS’ WEEKLY and Boob- 
seller and Stationer. Read the “ads” first—read 
them again to impress their importance on you, 
Look over both a morning and evening paper in 
your city. Read all the headlines—there may 
be a book “sale” in; the timiest news item. Do 
not overlook one theater or movie “ad” or any 
news matter pertaining to amusements. If there 
is a book page in your paper cut it out and 
study it once each day for three days; for it is 
this local sheet which your customers read. 
and you must keep ahead of them. The book 
supplements issued by several large newspapers 
thruout the country always have reviews of 
books about to be released from the press. You 
should know all this for your customers. Use 
to advantage every scrap of book information 
that it is possible for you to get. Look thru 
the big weekly and monthly magazines, and 
keep in touch with the reviews and “ads” which 
they contain. 

The big best-sellers show up with the largest 
number of advance orders, but the aggregate 
of other advance orders will be away ahead 
of those totals if the clerk is alive to every cus- 
tomer with whom he comes in contact. You 
may have only one customer who ever buys 
books on orchids. Be sure that he hears of 
every orchid ‘book as it is announced. Those 
ones count, and make a pleasing grand total. 

Keep at it—talk about new books—-get your 
customers anxious for them, don’t talk so much 
about the price—if the book is right, the price 
is. It is only at Christmas time that a customer 
will rush in saying, “I’ve got two dollars, give 
me a book.” You can wait on just so many 
customers ina day. Say twelve an hour for nine 
hours. The advance-order is a sale which takes 
no time—costs nothing—and is extra business. 
It is well to know both the title of a new book, 
and the author but it is not absolutely necessarv. 
If Mr. Smith likes stories about dogs he wil! 
be glad to know of a new dog story and not be 
particular concerning who wrote it. An ad- 
mirer of John Galsworthy very likely will not 
care whether the new book is a play, or a novel, 
or an essay. It is essential to know a little 0! 
the contents of the book in question, for not 
every book is suited to every reader. “The 
Conquest of Fear” and “The Dusk Flower” are 
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entirely different in subject matter; and, altho 
by the same author, will hardly appeal to the 
same readers. 

The publication date should be fairly well 
sxed in the clerk’s mind. If the book is for- 
distant publication the knowledge that it will be 
a spring book is sufficient. By January the 
clerk should know that the book will be ready 
in March, and by February should be ready 
with the information that the publication will 
be on March 20th. The nearer the date of pub- 
lication—the better informed the clerk. The 
few days before publication bring in the most 
orders. Interest is keen. Early missionary 
work by the clerk is bearing fruit. 

The price is a minor matter. Know an ap- 
proximate price. The main point in getting an 
order is to arouse the customer’s interest. Price 
will then be secondary—you have got him 
“wanting” the book, 

It is of such vital importance to the book- 
store that prominent space should be devoted 
to prospective books. This space need only be 
a corner of a table near the main entrance, 
containing jackets and dummies of forthcoming 
books. Any advanced display posters etc. 
should be put to use. If circulars for enclosure 
in packages or mail are to be had they should 
be sent out a week or two before publication. 

It is profitable to use your daily correspond- 
ence. A paragraph concerning a new book may 
be written into all letters which leave the store. 
Such a paragraph could read as follows: 

“We have heard a lot of favorable comment 
concerning the forthcoming novel by David 
Copperfield, entitled ““Monday Morning.” It 
is a detective story with two plots neither of 
which is fully solved until the very last 
chapter. The book will be published on Sep- 
tember 30th, and we want to send you a copy 
on that date. $2.00 is the price.” 
Such a paragraph has been found most effective 
when inserted as the last paragraph in the body 
of the letter. It in no way interferes with the 
original object of the letter. 

Titles which should have large advance sales 
may be profitably featured in advance by attrac- 
tive signs displayed thruout the store. A book 
each week can be featured in this manner. Put 
up a half dozen or more cards reading : 


Order “Robin” Now. 
Ready in Two Weeks. 
$2.00 








Or take eight or ten titles and list them on a 
larger card with such a heading as: 


| “A FEW EARLY FALL NOVELS.” | 


These cards especially if made in two or three 
colors, and prominently placed, will attract the 
attention of all who come into the store. 
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Advance order getting is little more than the 
putting! to use of book knowledge before publi- 
cation rather than after. Every clerk knows the 
books| of Mrs. Wharton, or Peter B. Kyne or 
Lytton Strachey—every clerk can talk at length 
on the new books for ten minutes after they are 
displayed on the counters. Every clerk might 
just as well talk about them ten days before 
they are displayed. Probably a number of 
copies would be ordered by publication day. 

You very seldom go to the theater without 
knowing something about the play. You inquire 
ahead. You know what is “on” at the Bijou 
this week and what will be there next week 
and next March. Take a lesson from the 
theater—sell your books in advance—just as the 
theater! sells its seats. 

Indeed, no bookseller can ignore the theater 
in these days—particularly the movie. Be ready 
with copies of “Blood and Sand,” “When 
Knighthood Was in Flower” “The Prisoner of 
Zenda,” and “Ben Hur.” “Manslaughter” as a 
popular copyright and as a movie came out on 
about the same date in several cities. It was 
a sad oversight on the bookseller’s part if he 
didn’t sell well on the book. 

Take a book that will soon be on the screens. 
Display it prominently. Attach a card: 





“Coming Soon 
Read the Book, Then See the Play” 





One store sold over a hundred copies of Booth 
Tarkington’s stories the two weeks before 
“Penrod” appeared in a local theater. This 
same store has|a small Tarkington table when- 
ever hhis plays are in town. The table has never 
yet failed to pay handsomely for its space. 
Advance-selling has no seasons. New books are 
being published every week. The book clerk 
should always have something new to offer. 
When a customer comes in; be up and alive. 
Sell him books—that is what he came for. 

Use very scrap of material at hand to create 
new business. Use your reference books. 
Nearly every store has an encyclopedia hidden 
away in some corner—very likely wrapped up 
so that no clerk could be induced to bring it 
out unless the cystomer had a $100 bill in his 
hand. This same encyclopedia should never be 
sold. This same encyclopedia should be given 
to the junkman at the end of two years. It 
should be nothing but old paper worn out from 
hard usage by that time. 

Get the encyclopedia out—dust it off-—open it 
—turn ‘to A—turn to Asoka (H. G. Wells had 
us all guessing recently). Find out about Asoka ; 
get to know who he was and what he did. Let 
the clerk find out—let the customer use it for 
his needs. You very likely will not sell the 
encyclopedia ; but you will sell BOOKS. There 











wasn't so much on Asoka, but there was enough 
to arouse the lagging interest in “The Outline 
of History” and put a few extra $5 sales 
across. 

Put that encyclopedia right out in the open 
where everybody can get at it and use it. Have 
it there to answer calls for Quintillian, or 
Stairbuilding, or Wrought-Iron Fences, or 
Turbines, or etc., etc. The encyclopedia is the 
greatest book suggester in existence today. 

All the reference stock can be used very 
handily in selling books. More poetry will be 
sold if the clerk instead of saying, “Sorry, we 
do not have a list of poems,” will run down 
the index of the “Home Book of Verse.” It 
doesn’t take so long to_ look up a route in the 
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“Blue Book ;” and after the route is plotted js 
a good time either to sell the book or get an 
order for the next issue. It is the supreme 
moment to invite the customer over to travel 
shelves and show him books about the country 
thru which he intends to motor. 

A good reference section liberally thrown 
open to the public is bound to be talked about. 
“Big Brothers’ Bookstore can tell us” will be 
on the lips of half the people in your city. 
They will begin to look upon your bookstore 
as a necessity, and will single it out as a place 
where good things abound. Very likely, your 
front door will wear out sooner and your tele- 
phone will ring oftener, but so will your cash- 
register.

X. LESSONS OF CHRISTMAS RUSH 


R. BROWN surveyed a little pile of 
papers on his desk with an air of great 
satisfaction. 

“That’s co-operation for you” he told himself. 
“An ad from. every member of the staff who is 
eligible in the contest.” He turned to his 
stenographer and dic- 
tated a letter to Mr. 
Melcher of the Pus- 
LISHERS’ WEEKLY. In 
this letter, he ex- 
plained that he had 
offered a ten dollar 
prize for the best ad- 
vertisement written 
by a member of the 
sales force. Would 
Mr. Melcher be kind 
enough to designate 
the winner, together 
with any comments 
that he cared to make 
on any of the adver- 
tisements. Mr. Brown 
was _ particularly 
pleased that Miss 
Belleville, who had 
been very hesitant about even commenting 
on an advertisement but a short time ago, 
had been the first to turn in her copy. Just 
after signing the letter, Mr. Brown glanced at 
his watch and found that he had only two 
minutes before the class meeting. Nevertheless 
he succeeded in calling for order promptly at 


5 30. 
“T have just mailed the competing advertise- 
ments to Mr. Melcher,” he said, “We won't

comment on any of the ads tonight, but as soon 
as I get Mr. Melcher’s reply, we will devote 
a meeting to them. Tonight, we are going to 
discuss the topic ‘Things learned during the 
holiday rush.” I asked each of you to put a 
slip in my box containing a suggestion of some 
lesson that the holi- 
day rush ought to 
teach us. I found 
seven slips there 
which indicates 100 
per cent co-operation, 
as usual. Now I am 
going to read _ thes¢ 
slips, and we'll see 
what they have to of- 
fer. Afterward we 
can discuss them.” He 
then took the slips 
from his little black 
book and read them 
as follows: 

Lesson One, That 
while _— frequent 
changes of display 
during the year are 
necessary and desir- 
able, such changes should not be made after 
the rush begins. 

Lesson Two, That the utmost care should be 
taken in getting names and addresses straight. 

Lesson Three, That it doesn’t do to say “no” 
unless we are ahsolutely sure. 

Lesson Four, That the reputation built up 
during the holiday season lasts thru the year. 

Lesson Five, That. we should try as hard tc 
make sales during the rush as at other times.

Lesson Six, That Christmas is the best time 
the year to create new buyers for books. 
Lesson Seven, That all departments should 
try to send customers to other departments. 

“Very good,” said Mr. Brown. “I changed 
‘he wording just enough so that the comments 
used about the same form. I think we’ve got a 
number of good lessons here, and I’ve made 
4 note to look them over next November. 
Take lesson number one: I think that is an 
excellent point. We have a great many new 
workers with us during the holiday season. 
For them to learn this stock is a good deal 
of a task. We ought not to make them learn 
part of it a second time by making radical 
changes in displays.” 

“Many a time,” said Gordon, “a sale has 
been made because a book was handy. I re- 
member old Mr. Jawkins was in one day when 
the customers were ten deep around me. I 
knew he wanted a book for his son, because 
he buys one book every year, and just one, 
and that is for hig son. I knew the son liked 
detective stories so I passed the Jimmie Dale 
books over and the sale was made in a minute. 
Of course, Mr. Jawkins might have come back, 
but he was on the point of leaving when I 
nailed him.” 

“I had just the opposite experience,” said 
Mr. Brown. “I had been strenuously recom- 
mending Morley’s “Plum Pudding” to a friend 
of mine—and then I couldn’t find it. Every- 
body else was busy, and my friend said, ‘Oh, 
never mind; I’ll come back later.’ But I 
ihaven’t seen him yet.” 

“Yes,” Mr. Brown continued, after a brief 
pause, “that’s a splendid suggestion. Go light 
on making changes during the rush. Then 
when we once learn the location of the stock 
we have only ourselves to blame if we lose 
sales on items we have in stock. 

“Lesson two covers the same ground that 
was covered in one of our resolutions, which 
we are going to discuss at an early meeting; 
an excellent point, too, and valuable thru the 
year, 

“The next lesson is also one that is good 
at any time, but is one that needs emphasis 
during the rush because then it seems easier 
to say no because other customers are waiting. 
But let us bear this in mind every day thru 
the year: ‘Never say no until we are quite 
sure that it is “no.”’ I know we try to be 
careful, but I think it would be a very con- 
servative estimate to say that we could in- 
crease our sales ten per cent by thinking twice 
before we say no. Let’s do it.” 

“This is a business,” observed Gordon with 
a smile, “where it isn’t essential to learn to 
say no,”

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“Only for the buyer,” returned Mr. Brown. 
“I think the point in lesson number three is 
a splendid one. I just took a moment to get 
some figures that may give you a thought. 
On an August day, I found that we made 225 
sales; the Thursday before Christmas we made 
3,769 sales. There were probably more lookers 
in proportion on the December day than on 
the August day, but using the actual figures of 
customers with whom a transaction was com- 
pleted, we find that we had an opportunity to 
create an impression—favorable or unfavorable 
—upon more than 16 times as many people 
during the holiday rush as during the dull 
summer season. Many of these people come 
to see us only once a year and a bad impres- 
sion created during the rush cannot be eradi- 
cated by routine efficient service thru the year.” 

“Besides,” said Miss Temple, “we are giv- 
ing the impression under more or less of a 
strain; we are rushed and everything is done 
at a high tension.” 

“And the extra clerks cannot be expected 
to give as good service as the regulars,” said 
Miss Lister. “I think the public should bear 
that in mind.” 

“I had a frank talk with a friend of mine,” 
said Mr. Brown. “He came in the Wednes- 
day before Ohristmas and, as you know, we 
were extremely busy. He went upstairs to 
the boys’ and girls’ book-room and, of course, 
happened to get one of the new girls—a bright 
girl, too, but she just hadn’t ever happened to 
have heard about Owen Johnson’s Lawrence- 
ville stories. I happened to pass by, and he 
took me aside and told me for the good of the 
business and all that sort of thing we ought 
to have more efficient help and so forth. I 
knew him well enough to speak frankly, and 
I said: ‘George, how many times have you 
been in this department this year?’ ‘Oh, 1 
only get around at Christmas,’ he replied. 1 
said, ‘Quite so. This department supports 
three salespeople the year around. It takes ten 
to handle the Christmas rush. How am I 
going to handle that situation without having 
some new people who are perhaps not thoroly 
familiar with every phase of boys’ and girls’ 
books?’ He saw the point and acknowledged 
that he had never thought of that angle of it 
before.” 

“I do think,” said Miss Belleville, “that year- 
round bookselling is really more than a phrase 
and that we are going to sell more and more 
books during what are usually termed the dull 
months.” 

“T venture to say,” said Mr. Brown, “that 
January is absolutely the best reading month 
of the year, so there is no reason for any 
dull period then, and we can no doubt find 
good reasons for people to buy books at most 
other times. The point of that lesson is that 
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every time we deal with a customer we are 
building a reputation—a good one or a bad 
one. During the holiday rush we have oppor- 
tunity to impress far more people than at any 
other time; but right now every day is a 
golden moment to build up a substantial rep- 
utation for’Partland’s and for each of us in- 
dividually that we will all treasure more and 
more as the days go by. There is no satisfac- 
tion in this life like the satisfaction of work 
well done, and no humiliation as great as the 
feeling of futility that comes with failure. 
Now, there are more lessons to be talked about, 
and we will try to finish them at our next 
meeting, and we will then take up the award 
in the advertising prize contest two weeks from 
to-night. That will be all. Good-night.”

Local Featuring of Rare Books 


DEALER in old and rare books in New- 

castle-Upon-Tyne, England, William H. 
Robinson, has sent to the PusBLIsHERsS’ 
WEEKLY an interesting clipping from his local 
newspaper, showing the attention that was 
gained by having an exhibit in his old book 
department and arranging this in a form that 
gave the showing a more than commercial 
aspect. Most of the books were connected up 
closely with local history and interest, and the 
volumes and pamphlets were arranged in chron- 
ological order, showing the development of the 
craft of book-making from the Fifteenth Cen- 
tury to the present day. There was the first 
book printed in Newcastle in 1639 and “Laws 
of Ordinances of War” dating from the same 
time. The showing included much older books, 
but the local feature attracted newspaper in- 
terest, and the whole setting of the exhibit 
brought visitors who would not have gone to 
an ordinary display at a bookseller’s.

Headlines Carry Book News 

N the midst of Christmas excitement and 

foreign and domestic political events, there 
appeared in the most conspicuous of headlines 
in the New York Times an account of the 
discovery of the tomb of the Egyptian King 
Tutankhamen of the Eighteenth Dynasty. A 
couple of weeks later in the same prominent 
position was the announcement that Isaak 
Walton’s house has been bought in memory oi 
an American lawyer and presented to the 
town of Shallowford. 

If the long deceased and quiet fisherman can 
get headlines or an even longer deceased king 
whose name the casual reader cannot __pro- 
nounce, there is same indication that manag- 
ing editors perfectly realize that readers of 
the morning paper have other interests and 
backgrounds than those of contemporary 
events. 

The discovery of the tomb in Egypt will 
undcubtedly bring forth books of importance 
arid wide general interest, and the headlines 
about Isaak Walton may remind many people 
who have not read “The Compleet Angler” 
how immortal is the fame of that brief and 
unobtrusive book. 

The Publishers’ Circular and Bookseller of 
December 9 gives extracts of an article by Sir 
G. Wallis Budge which appeared in the Lon- 
don Times of December 1, 1922. The article 
was about the treasurers found in the tomb at 
Luxor, Egypt, by Lord Carnavon’s excavation 
party. The tomb was that of the ancient 
Egyptian King Tutankhamen of the Eighteenth 
Dynasty. Sir G. Wallis Budge, Keeper of the 
Egyptian and Assyrian Antiquities in the 
British Museum, says :- 

“Our curiosity is whetted by the mention of 
the box containing rolls of papyri mentioned 
in the dispatch in The Times; and we hope 
that Lord Carnarvon will at once take steps to 
have them unrolled and examined. Is it too 
much to hope that his lordship will see his 
way to issue a volume on his great discovery 
in which we shall have authentic pictures and 
careful descriptions of the objects that have 
been found? Such a book, carefully planned 
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and written by Lord Carnarvon and How- 
ard Carter, would crown a very fine arche- 
ological triumph and earn the gratitude ot 
Egyptologists, archeologists, artists and others 
thruout the world.”

Fifty Years a Bookseller 


HE year 1923 will mark the Fiftieth year 

in the book business of John Highlands of 
Philadelphia. Born in 1842 in Coleraine, Ire- 
land, a spot celebrated in a popular song 
crooned by Erin’s sons and daughters for 
more than two generations, he emigrated to 
America while still a young man. Settling in 
Washington, he found employment in_ the 
store of William Ballantyne, that sturdy Scot 
of bookselling fame. After seven years there, 
he started for himself in Philadelphia at 229 
North oth Street. That was in 1873, and 
since then for a jubilee period he has con- 
ducted in his quiet way the business of supply- 
ing books, old and new, for loyal customers 
who appreciate the service of a thoro book- 
man. His shop is now located at 918 Arch 
Street, where his many friends in the trade 
hope to greet him for many years to come, 
even tho he is now in his eighty-first year.

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William Harris Arnold, 1854-1923, 
Bookseller and Book Lover 


N January 2nd, at his home in Nutley, 

N. J., died William Harris Arnold, one 

of the best known figures in American 

bookselling and a book collector and writer 
on rare books. 

As a bookseller of imagination and organiz- 

ing power, as a student of the theory of book-

selling, both here and abroad, as a collector 
whose possessions have made his name famous, 
as a writer on book subjects, and as a personali- 
ty of unusual attractiveness, Mr. Arnold has 
a high place in American bookselling annals. 
In 1921, he was one of the first names to be 
entered on the roll of the Honorary Fellow- 
ship of American Booksellers. 


Mr. Arnold was born in Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
March 18, 1854, and his first business exper- 
ience was in the bookstore in that city. In 
1880, he went to Philadelphia as assistant in 
the book department in John Wanamaker’s 
when their bookselling business consisted of one 
counter connected with the stationery depart- 
ment. Two years later, it was made a separate 
department in Mr. Arnold’s charge, and in the 
same year the department began the publication 
of a monthly literary magazine called the 
Book News. When Mr. Arnold left the 
Wanamaker store in 1887, the book department 
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had grown to be one of the largest retail oy. 
lets for books in the country. au 

For two years he was then connected ith 
the publishing interests of D. Lothrop & Com. 
pany of Boston, but in 1889 began his longo 
connection of thirty-four years with the ig 
dicate Trading Company of 2 Walker Street, 
New York. The business of this firm was to 
develop bookselling in a string of department 
stores in a. score of the principal cities. Thry 
many years the number served © steadily 
developed, and the total value of their outlet 
increased. Besides supplying the new _ books 
thru the joint purchasing headquarters, the 
firm developed a large business in market 
remainders. For several years Mr. Arnold 
jointly served the H. B. Claflin Company and 
its chain of associated merchants in the seme 
line of work. 

The American Booksellers’ Association al- 
ways commanded Mr. Arnold’s continuous in- 
terest, and he served on many important com- 
mittees. At the convention in New York in 
May, 1913, he precipitated a very general dis- 
cussion of price maintenance and “on sale” 
selling in an address entitled “More Steps 
Forward.” This discussion was carried fur- 
ther the next year in an address at the con- 
vention on “A Bookseller’s Paradise.” Between 
these two addresses Mr. Arnold had visited 
Norway and studied the Norwegian book- 
trade systems with its central depots and “on 
sale” method. It was his hope that some such 
development could be worked out by joint 
conferences between the newly created Board 
of Trade of the American Booksellers’ Asso- 
ciation and a similar group of publishers. 

As a collector of rare editions and especially 
of association books, Mr. Arnold’s name has 
high place in the history of American book 
collecting. In 1887, he published thru the 
Marion Press a little volume called “A First 
Report of a Book Collector,” comprising a 
brief answer to the frequent question, “Why 
first editions?” His first gathering of im- 
portant items was later sold at auction and 
made one of the important sales of auction 
records. In 1901 he published “First Editions 
of Bryant, Emerson, Hawthorne, Holmes, 
Lowell and Whittier Collected by William 
Harris Arnold,” (Marion Press), also “Books 
and Letters Collected by William Harris 
Arnold” (Marion Press), in 1921 a small 
volume entitled “My Stevensons” with fac- 
similes from Mr. Arnold’s collection. This 
article was reprinted in Scribner’s Magazine, 
1922. In the Atlantic Monthly of August, 
1919, was published an article called “The 
Welfare of the Bookstore,” which again 
brought up the argument for “on sale” methods 
such as are used in Europe. Recently the 
Century Company has carried two new articles 
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on the book collecting side of Mr. Arnold’s 
life: in July, 1920, entitled “The Making of 
4 Book Collector,” in April, 1921, “The Book 
Lover's Garner.” 

Mr. Arnold leaves a widow (Gertrude Weld 
Clarke of Boston) and one son, Weld Arnold, 
4 graduate of Harvard and student of astron- 
omy, now connected with the Royal Geographi- 
cal Society, London, 


Obituary Notes 
SAMUEL W. MARVIN 


SamMuEL W. Marvin, for many years head 
of the manufacturing department of Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, died at Clifton Springs, N. Y., 
on January Ist. Born in New York City in 
1845, he was educated at Wilbraham 
Academy, and in 1868 joined the Scribner 
house to take charge of book production. At 
this post he made an outstanding reputation 
in the trade. In 1884, he helped to organize 
the Grolier Club, and was its last surviving 
charter member. He Was a member of the 
Society of Colonial Wars in the State of New 
York and lived in New Rochelle where he 
served several terms on the Board of Educa- 
tion. He leaves a widow, two sons and a 
daughter. 


WILBUR F.. CRAFTS 


Witpur F. Crafts, for twenty-eight years 
Superintendent of the International Reform 
Bureau and a noted advocate of drastic correc- 
tive legislation, died in Washington, D. C. on 
December 27th, aged seventy-three. He was 
born at Fryeburg, Maine, graduated from Wes- 
leyan University, and entered the University of 
the Methodist Church. To the general public 
he was best known for his attacks on popular 
amusements. Sereen vampires, close dancing, 
“joy rides,” Sunday baseball, cigarettes were a 
few of the objects of his tireless reforming 
zeal. He was author of many books and 
brochures issued thru a period of fifty years, 
beginning with “Through the Eye to the Heart” 
(1873) and ending with “That Boy and Girl of 
Yours and Other Addresses” (1921.) 


T. W. RHYS DAVIDS 


Dr. T. W. Ruys Davips, noted Oriental 
scholar and late professor of Pali and Buddhist 
literature in University College, London, died 
on December 26th. He was born in 1843, and 
during his long careeri he founded and took an 
active interest in a number of organizations for 
the study and publishing of Oriental literature. 
He was author of “Buddhist Psychological 
Ethics” (1900); “Vibhanga” (1904); “Patt- 
hana” (1906); “Visuddhi Magga” (1920) ; 
“Psalms of the Early Buddhists” (1909-13) ; 
“Buddhism” (1912); “Buddhist Psychology” 
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(1914) ; “Kindred Sayings” (1917) ; “Compen- 
dium of Philosophy” (1910); and “Points of 
Controversy” (1915.)

Rare Books, Autographs and Prints 


HELLEY’S “The Cenci” will be produced 

at Princeton about the middle of this 

month with John Barrymore playing the 
leading part. 


Sir Horace Plunkitt, member of the Free 
State Senate, will make a special study of the 
Congressional Library and its service to Con- 
gress in view of organizing a similar one for 
the new Irish Parliament. 


Boston has restored the name of Edgar 
A. Poe Square to a street intersection, said 
to be near to the house where he was born, 
which for more than twenty years has been the 
sole public recognition that the author of “The 
Raven” was a Bostonian by birth. 





Augustine Birrell is preparing a definitive 
edition of his essays which will be published 
in England in three volumes. Most of the 
eighty-seven essays which he has chosen from 
his published writings for inclusion in the new 
edition are on literary subjects. 


Edith Diehl, one of the pioneer women 
bookbinders of this country, who has since 
studied and worked in England, France, 
and Belgium, is showing an unusually beauti- 
ful collection of hand bound books at the Art 
Center. These range in size from a large 
old Bible, plainly bound in oak boards, to a 
small 16mo edition of Victor Hugo, elabor- 
ately gold tooled in a seventeenth century 
design. A notable book is a volume of Van 
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Eyck, bound in brown seal, blind-tooled, in 
. desion of the period, with metal clasps and 
Scale Another book of note is a small 
volume of Michael Angelo’s sonnets bound 
‘n cream seal and elaborately inlaid with a 
combination of russet, blue and green, sug- 
vesting the soft Italian coloring. 


' 
WOSSTS. 


The Italian Council of Ministers, or Cabi- 
net, at Rome has decided that the famous 
library at Chigi Palace shall be presented to 
the Vatican for incorporation in its library. 
There are many libraries in Rome belonging 
to the Church, State or notables, some of them 
remembered only by bibliophiles, which are 
perfect treasure houses of works contempor- 
aneous with their founders. The Chigi is 
one of them, founded by Fabio Chigi after 
he became Pope Alexander VII. The col- 
lection is particularly rich in works dating 
‘rom Savonarola’s time thru the Reformation, 
for Pope Alexander reigned from 1655 to 
:667. Altho he failed to recover England 
after the schism of the preceding century he 
had the satisfaction of receiving the daughter 
of Gustavus Adolphus, Queen Christina of 
Sweden, into the Catholic Church. In the 
Chigi collection there is a letter from Henry 
VIII of England to Count Palatine request- 
ing him to show mercy to Luther and also 
the manuscript chronicles of Sts. Benedict 
and Andrew. 


To admirers of Izaak Walton it will be 
good news that the cottage at Shallowford is 
to be preserved as a shrine by the action of 
friends of the late Julien T. Davies of this 
city. A plan to restore the quaint little house 
on the Trent, the favorite resting place of 
the famous angler, has been proposed by 
Mayor Dunn of Stafford, Walton’s birth- 
place, but the response in England was not 
encouraging. The fate of Walton’s retreat 
was in doubt until friends of Julien T. Davies, 
learning of Mr. Dunn’s dilemma, went to his 
aid. The suggestion of placing a memorial 
in the cottage to Mr. Davies came from the 
Mayor of Stafford. Restoration will cost 
about £500, and for a little more the building 
can be acquired by trustees. The fund is to 
be raised by contributions in England and 
America. A collection of angling books will 
he installed together with a museum of the 
fish of those rivers celebrated by the author 
of “The Compleat Angler’—Thames, Severn, 
Trent, Medway, Tweed and Tyne—will be 
established, 


John M. Attie, a native of Bordeaux, 
France, now residing in San Francisco, Cali- 
fornia, while recently at the Hotel Astor in 
this city, had an autograph letter of Napo- 
leon’s stolen from him. The letter was 
written to the Austrian General Mack on the 
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occasion of the latter’s defeat preceding the 
investment of Ulm. At that time the French 
Emperor, in admiration of the courage dis- 
played by his vanquished opponent, piesented 
him with a gold clock set under an equestrian 
figure of Napoleon cast in gold. Mr. Attie 
has just returned from a European trip during 
which he had purchased the famous clock and 
letter relating to it in Berlin for 7,000,000 
marks, or about $1,800. The clock, following 
the death of General Mack, had passed into 
the hands of Professor Bombe of Cologne 
University. Subsequently it found its way 
into a Berlin curio shop whence it was pur- 
chased by a Berlin Professor Morrell who in 
turn sold it to Mr. Attie. Failing to get a 
satisfactory price the latter intends to give it 
to the Museum of San Francisco. Should 
any dealer or collector learn of the where- 
abouts of the autograph letter Mr, Attie will 
appreciate any assistance that can be given 


him leading to its recovery.
